Paddock: After 5 Years He’s 
Still On f Most Wanted ’ List 


A picture of Benjamin H. 
Paddock is turning yellow 
with age, but it’s still among 
the top ten faces on the wall 
at Sheboygan City Hall. 

Benjamin H. Paddock — if 
he’s still alive — is one of the 
10 most wanted fugitives on 
the FBI’s list. He’s also a 
Sheboygan native, one who’s 
made a name for himself na¬ 
tionwide. 

Paddock’s picture has been 
on the wails of government 
guildings for a long time, but 
obviously it hasn’t done much 
good¬ 
ie’s now five years and two 
months since the dangerous 
fugitive escaped from the 
Federal Correctional In¬ 
stitution at LaTuna, Tex., 
where he had been serving a 
20-year sentence for robbing 
a Phoneix, Ariz., bank in 
1960.

BARI, Italy (AP) — Police 
near this southern port have' 
arrested two men in whose 
van officers found nine an¬ 
cient Greek vases worth 
nearly $1,6 million. 

Police said they had uncov¬ 
ered a major archeological 
smuggling operation after 
several months of in¬ 
vestigation. 

One officer described the 
men arrested as “little fish” 
in an organization thought to 
extend throughout Italy, with 
centers in the northern cities 
of Como, Milan and Turin. 

The recovered objects .were 
in perfect condition, the po¬ 
lice said. They are thought to 
be from the 3rd or 4th cen¬ 
turies B.C., unearthed in the 
Ordona zone northeast of 
Bari.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration is recalling 230,090 
cortisone tablets which it 
says may pose a “serious 
health hazard” because of 
being mixed in with a weaker 
medicine. 

Announcing the recall 
Wednesday, the FDA advised 
consumers who take cortisone 
to check with their pharmac¬ 
ist to determine whether 
their medicine is involved. 

The recall affects lot num¬ 
ber 525027 of 25-miiligram 
cortisone acetate tablets pro¬ 
duced by the Panray Division 
of Ormont Drug and Chem¬ 
ical Co., Englewood, N.J. 

The tablets were dis¬ 
tributed to 38 hospitals, four 
drug wholesalers, two phar¬ 
macies and a public health 
clinic between June 23, 1973 
and Feb. 9, 1974. 

According to the FDA, 
about 15 per cent of the corti¬ 
sone lot may include simitar- 
looking white tablets contain¬ 
ing a nonprescription asthma 
remedy comprised of theo¬ 
phylline, ephedrine hydr¬ 
ochloride and pheonobarbital. 

The FDA said persons rak¬ 


ing cortisone for severe as¬ 
thma, arthritis, rheumatic 
carditis, glandular in¬ 
sufficiency or severe allergic 
reactions may suffer effects 
of undermedication if their 
tablets contain the asthma 
drug. 

Homestead 
Bill Signed 
By Governor 

MADISON, Wis. (AP) - A 
bill expanding the statutory 
homestead exemption from 
$10,000 to $25,000 per house¬ 
hold was signed Tuesday by 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey. 

The exemption represents 
the portion of a homestead 
which is safeguarded from 
liability because of debt. 

Legislators who increased 
the exemption said a debtor 
should be allowed to keep a 
sizeable portion of his home 
out of the hands of creditors. 

The exemption privilege 
does not apply to mortgages, 
laborers’ and mechanics’ 
liens, taxes and purchase 
money liens.
